CotoneL Ricwarp F. O’Beirve, 2ist U.S. Iofan- 
try, an officer of long and distinguished service, 
died of Bright’s disease at the New York Hotel, New 
York City, Feb. 25.

THE Klotz system of forced draught bas proved a 
success on board the Yantic.

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THE CODE OF PUNISHMENTS. 

Nor the least of the notable things that mark the 
present administration of the War Department as 
one of the most progressive in the history of the 
Army, is the appearance of the long looked for pun- 
ishment order. It is based upon an act of Congress 
of Sept. 27, 1890, and not upon the provision con- 
tained in the act creating the summary court, 
which authorizes the President to prescribe penal- 
ties for minor offences only. Upon assuming charge 
of the War Department in March, 1889, Secretary 
Proctor was quick to recognize the imperative 
necessity for a code that should effect some degree 
of uniformity in punishments throughout the Ser- 
vice and at the same time put an end to Court- 
martial sentences, then not infrequent, the exces- 
sive severity of which shocked the public and dis- 
gusted and demoralized the rank and file. The code 
now promulgated will, it is hoped, meet this neces- 
sity and serve to strengthen discipline, to the para- 
mount importance of which both the Secretary of 
War and the General of the Army are fully alive. 
It proceeds upon the principle that the first trivial 
offence (if not condoned entirely, as it oftentimes 
may be) can well be passed over with a light sen- 
tence, but that with each repetition of it, or of a 
similar one, the punishment should be more severe, 
and may ultimately extend to the expulsion of the 
offender from the Army. 

Every officer who has served with troops for ary 
length of time must be aware of the difficulcies en- 
countered by captains when trying to rid their com- 
panies of some rowdy, dead-beat or habitual drunk- 
ard. The way pointed out in paragraphs 1017 and 
1018, A. R., for accomplishing this has proved most 
unsatisfactory in every respect. To lay the founda- 
tion for the charge of habitual drunkenness or utter 
worthlessness under the former, a record had to be 
kept of the several occasions on which the soldier 
eommitted himself; but the submission of the 
offences to a court-martial bad to be postponed 
until a sufficient number had accumulated. In 
other words, a black-book had to be kept, a thing 
so repugnant to the straigntforwardness character- 
istic of the true military spirit, that the paragraph 
has long since become a dead letter. The proceed- 
ing authorized by paragraph 1018 was almost as 
objectionable. When preferring charges against a 
soldier an officer used his own discretion in sending 
with them evidence of any previous convictions, 
and courts-martial had no standard whereby an in- 
crease of punishment by reason of such convictions 
could be-regulated. The accused was, therefore, 
taken by surprise and might find himself sentenced 
to prolonged imprisonment as well as dishonorable 
discharge and forfeiture of all pay and allowances, 
for some tninor breach of discipline. At the same 
time another soldier with an equally bad (but sup- 
pressed) record might get off with a sentence not 
more than commensurate with the offence of which 
he was found guilty on the trial. Section III. of the 
code provides a plain (yet not too rigid) rule for 
this class of cases. If the soldier on trial is found 
guilty, prior convictions within a specified period 
must be brought to the notice of the court and may 
within certain well considered and clearly defined 
limits have the effect of increasing his punishment, 
This feature of the system of discipline now adopted 
seems well calculated to eliminate incorrigibles and 
to impress upon the new recruit the advantage of so 
regulating bis conduct as to keep clear of any pun- 
isbment, however light. 

All of the other provisions of the order are im- 
portant. Jn determining upon sentences courts are 
given the selection of a variety of penalties by See- 
tion VI. ; and the latter has also the desirable effect 
of extending to its utmost limit the jurisdiction of 
the summary court. The provision that men 
charged with minor offences are only to be confined 
in the guard-house when restraint is deemed neces- 
sary is obviously in consonance with the require- 
ments of simple justice, as we took occasion tc point 
out last week. Altogether it is thought that the 
new code will commend itself to the Army as a de- 
cided improvement upon former methods. 








Mr. CranDiER’s bill limiting the. term of bureau 


chiefs of -the War Department to four years, as in 





the Navy, bas met with such vigorous opposition 
from War Department officials that it will proba - 
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bly never be heard of again after this session. The 
conditions prevailing in the Army are so entirely 
uplixe those in the Navy that the precedent does 
not apply. {t would certainly be very unfortunate 
if tbe charges of political influence, now so prevalent 
in connection with the administration of affairs at 
our navy-yards, should be made applicable to other 
prancnes of the military service. As it is now our 
heads of Army bureaus occupy a position sufficiently 
independent to enable them to resist political pres- 
sure. How long would our engineer work, for 
example, maintain its present high standard if the 
head of the bureau was subject to being over- 
ruled by a Member of Oongress, who could 
appeal to the Secretary with effect when his poli:i- 
cal schemes were interfered with ? 








In the various accounts of the bloody affair on 
the Wounded Knee the honors are in nearly every 
instance given exclusively to the 7th Cavalry, and 
po commendation can be too high for the gallant 
conduct of that regiment in the “ wickedest ” [n- 
dian figbt since the Little Big Horn. But all honor 
should be given to another noted regiment repre- 
sented there, the Ist Artillery. This regiment, 
which can carry upon its banners the names of 133 
actionr, from York, M. C., 1812, to Appomattox 
Court House, 1865, can now add to the number 
Wounded Koee and White Clay Creek. Captaio 
Allyn Capron, with Light Battery E, 1st Artillery, 
manning four Hotchkiss mountain guns, contrib- 
uted very materially to the thorough whipping of 
the Sioux, bis shells apreading terror wherever they 
struck. Another artillery regiment, the 2d, was rep- 
resented also in the personof Lieutenant Harry L. 
Hawthorne, of Light Battery A, who volunteered 
for the campaign, and on Dec. 29 had command of 
ove platoon of the battery. His conduct on the 
baitiefield was marked by the highest bravery and 
skill, and as atrophy of the fight he carries 1n bis 
hip an Iodian bullet.

A CORRESPONDENT calls our attention to this ex- 
tract from the Constitutien of the State of Cali- 
fornia. adopted March 3, 1879, ratified May 7, 
1879: “Section 20. No person holding any Jucrative 
office under the United States, or any other power, 
sball be eligible to any civil office of profit under 
this State: Provided, that officers in the militia, 
who receive no annual salary, local officers, or post- 
masters whose compensation does not exceed five 
bundred dollars per annum, shall not be deemed to 
hold lucrative offices.”” This does not affect what 
we said Jan. 17 (p. 363) concerning the allegation in 
the memorial of Gen. Stoneman that he was notified 
by the Secretary of War that the acceptance of the 
post of Governor of California would forfeit his 
commission. It shows, however, that he was also 
iuelligible under the laws of California. The name of 
Captain H. Sweeney, U. 8S. A., retired, was sug- 
gested for office in Oakland, Cal., a year or two ago, 
but he found upon investigation that he would be 
compelled to resign his U. S. Army commission to 
become eligible. 








In connection with what was said recently by 
our correspondent, ‘‘Cavairy,” on the subject of the 
proper gait for a cavalry horse, it is well to recall 
the fact referred to by our English contemporary, 
the Army and Navy Gazette, * that the largest and 
perbaps the best equipped army of modern times, 
that of the Germans in the war of 1870-71, had to re- 
place the whole of its horses in the fighting line at 
least three times before the conclusion of hostili- 
ties.” An Englishman, Maj. Keegan, in commenting 
op the manceuvres of the Prussian Guard cavalry 
last season, writes: **[ was surprised to find the cav- 
alry did not move faster. I do not think they 
moved at such fast paces, pace for pace, as any good 
Eoglish cava'ry regiment. The charge was consid- 
ered slower than with us; in fact, there seemed to 
be little or any increase of pace from gallop to 
charge. In the first stages of the mancuvres, when 
brigades were drilling alone, the paces were pur- 
posely kept slow, so as to save the horses. For in- 
stance, I once saw a brigade charge at a trot, the 
men cheering.”

Tue Naval Appropriation Bill bas finally passed 
both houses, and is now awaiting the signature of 
the President. Nearly all the Senate amendments 
were agreed to by the Conference Committee.

FIFTY-FIRST CONGRESS—SECOND SESSION. 


With some of the appropriation bills still hanging 
fire, the ebances for action on special measures re- 
lating to the two Services are becoming hopelessly 
small. Unless night sessions can be obtained, espe- 
cially for the purpose, all the important military 
and naval measures pending on the calendars of the 
two Houses may be regarded as doomed for this 
session. Gen. Hawley has not given up all hope for 
the passage of the Artillery lncrease bill, but he re- 
alizes that the chances are growing very meagre. 

Bills were passed by the House for the relief of 
the assignees of John Roach; for the retirement of 
Lieut. Col. J. Madison Cutts with the rauk of cap- 
tain; and for the revocation of the order of dismis- 
salin the case of Lieut. E. M. Nixon, late of the 
Army. 

Theitem for enlargement of military posts in the 
Sundry Civil bill bas been increased bv the Senate 
from $650,000 to $800,000. Items were also added by 
the Senate appropriating $30,000 for the completion 
of the pedestals for the statucs of Gens. Sheridan, 
Logan and Hancock, to be erected in Washington, 
and appropriating $50,000 for construction of addi- 
tional quarters at Omaha, Neb. 

The two Houses have agreed to the Military Acad- 
emy Appropriation bill, the Senate receding from 
its single amendment. 

Among several hundred private pension bills 
passed by the Senate, Feb. 20, were those granting 
an increase of pension to the widows of Rear-Ad- 
miral Charles Steedman, Lieut.-Col. George H. 
Ringgold, and Major A. B. Hasson. These bills 
had previously passed the House. 

In reporting favorably the bill to give Commo- 
dore Wm. K. Mayo the raok of reur-admuiral on the 
retired list, the Senate Naval Committee reviews at 
considerable length the rather peculiar circum- 
stances under which this officer was retired, and in 
concluding its report gives this parting shot at the 
Board which examined him for promotion: “In 
view of the obvious unwillingness of the Board to 
give due weight to the facts and testumony that 
made strongly in favor of Commodore Mayo, the 
conclusion 18 unavoidable that there was a prede- 
termination on the part of the Board to force him 
out of active service, and that the real and only 
reason why he was not given the certificate required 
for his promotion was that his severity, and perbaps 
arbitrariness, in enforcing discipline and obedience 
rendered him unpopular, and that his manners und 
peculiarities caused him to be thought an uncom- 
fortable person to be associated with in the per- 
formance of duty.” 

The House, upon motion of Gen. Cutcheon, has 
adopted an amendment to the General Deficiency 
bill to prevent the suspension of the pay of certain 
retired Army Officers who have been in the consu- 
lar or diplomatic service. The immediate purpose 
of this amendment isfor therelief of Gen. D. KE. 
Sickles, whose pay as a retired officer has been 
stopped for several years past. 

The House Committee on Foreign Relations, in its 
report on the bill authorizing Gen. Casey to accept 
a diploma of the Legion of Honor from the French 
Republic, say: ‘*Gen. Casey is at the head of the 
Corps of Engineers of the U. 8. Army, and is widely 
and favorably known throughout Europe on ac- 
count of his brilliaat service to this Government in 
successfully constructing many of our most im- 
portant public works.” 

The relief for which Col. Daniel McClure, U.S. A., 
has been seeking for years—responsibility for loss

of Government funds—is nearer at hand than it bas 
ever been before. The bill has been passed by the 
Senaté and is now on the House Calendar with the 
strongest possible endorsement of the House Com.- 
mittee on Claims.

FAILORE OF THE HENDERSON BILL. 


Tue friends of the Henderson Bill will learn with 
regret that there is no prospect of its passing at tbis 
session of Congress. Although the bill had been 
framed under the auspices of the Secretary of War 
and of Adjutant-General Kelton, and altheugh it 
was supported by a large majority of the members 
of both branches of Congress, yet it bas been found 
impossible to induce Speaker Reed to grant a day 
for its consideration. General Dalton, the Adju- 
tant-General of Massachusetts, recently visited 
Washington as chairman of a special committee of 
the National Guard Association and in copnjunc- 
tion with General Ord way and some others did their 
best to endeavor to have the bill brought to a vote, 
but without success, and there is nothing left for the 
National Guard Association but to renew their 
efforts at the next session of Congress. ‘his will 
not be felt so much in the Eastern States where the 
legislatures make reasonable appropriations for the 
support of their National Guard, butin the Western 
and Southern States where the appropriations are 
very small, it will be a very great disappointment, 
and will seriously affect the progress of this portion 
of the National Guard. It seems singular tbat while 
the country is spending monev like water for pen- 
sions to those who served 30 years ago, it cannot 
spare from its treasury the small amount required 
to properly equip and uniform the men who are 
serving it at the present time. 


THE MILITIA OF NEBRASKA.

They were in active service at the Pine Ridge 
Agency from Jan. 5 to 17, and although the service 
was very dangerous, and the weather extremely in- 
clement, they turned out in greater numbers than 
had ever attended a State military encampment.

The acting sereeant-major should have put more life 
in his movements. The markers showed a lamentable lack 
of instruction and were also very slow in their movements. 
The senior field officer present was exceedingly tardy in cor- 
recting their positions. When the battalion is marching 
lett in front the guide is right, and field officers should 
march on that flank. In left front into line from column of 
companies, the markers are pos in front of the leading 
sub-division, not pluced division distance, and no guide is 
established between the markers. The movements were al! 
simple and the mistakes minor, Tbe marching in line and 
column was excellent, the men at first showed the usual in- 
clination to shuffle the feet. but were quickly warned of 
this by the commanding officer of the battalion, and it 
stopped to a great degree. It is difficult to see why this 
regiment, in common with others, will persist in bringing 
the pieces down with a bang, in order arma, ip direct con- 
tradiction to tactics. A visit to the 22d Regiment Armery 
will demonstrate that it can be done, and done successfully, 
the effect being much better and calculated to preserve the 
usefulness of the piece. The battalion was carefully in- 
structed by the commanding officer, allerrors being cor- 
rected as soon as made, After ashort rest the command 
was turned over to Major Leonard.

In the to the right, close column of divisions, from line, the 
battalion became sadly mixed, but the main fault to 
lie in the commandants of companies not being abie to 
understand the orders of the battalion commander. In 
posting rmoarkers, or dressing companies, officers should not 
put their hands on the men or pe them into place, no 
matter how exasperating their lack of comprehension may 
be. In the second part of the drili too much time was lost 
in correcting mistakesin the manual that should properly 
bave been rectified at company drills. [f a man does not 
know how to hold a piece at order arms his company com- 
macder should be told the proper course to pursue. A bat- 
talion of a hundred men should not be made to lose valua- 
ble time in order to correct the mistakes of one man. The 
drill, on the whole, was a very instructive one.
